It will be the acme of irony, for 
example, if any one of four or 
five Southern governors deplore 
this bombing. It will be grimly 
humorous if certain state attor- 
neys general issue statements of 
regret. And it will be quite a job 
for some editors, columnists and 
commentators, who have been 
saying that our courts have no 
jurisdiction and that the people 
should refuse to accept their au- 
thority now to deplore. 


It is not possible to preach law- 
lessness and restrict it. 


To be sure, none said go bomb 
a Jewish temple or a school. 


Gates Opened 


But let it be understood that 
when leadership in high places 
in any degree fails to support 
constituted authority, it opens the 
gates to all those who wish to 
take law into their hands. 


There will be, to be sure, the 
customary act of the careful 
drawing aside of skirts on the part. 
of those in high places. 


‘How awful,” they will exclaim. 
‘‘How terrible. Something must be 
done.” 


But the record stands. The ex- 
tremists of the citizens’ councils, 
the political leaders who in terms 
violent and inflammatory have 
repudiated their oaths and stood 
against due process of law have 
helped unloose this flood of hate 
and bombing. 


This, too, is a harvest of those 
so-called Christian ministers who 
have chosen to preach hate in- 
stead of compassion. Let them 

now find pious words and raise 
chair hands in deploring the bomb- 
ing of a synagogue. 


You do not preach, and en- 
courage hatred for the Negro and 
hope to restrict it to that field. 
It is an old, old story. It is one 
repeated over and over again in 
history. When the wolves of hate 
are loosed on one people, then no 
one is safe. 


Hate and lawlessness by those 
who lead release the yellow rats 
and encourage the crazed and 
neurotic who print and distribute 
the hate pamphlets, who shrieked 
that Franklin Roosevelt was a 
Jew: who denounce the Supreme 
Court as being Communist and 
controlled by Jewish influences.

This Outrageous Deed Is Call for Action 
To Erase Shameful Blot on City, State 


Some slinky cowards posing as mem- 
bers of the human race early on yester- 
day’s Sabbath morning bombed Atlanta’s 
Jewish Temple, bringing hatred upon 
themselves and shame upon this city. 
Whoever is responsible—and the com- 
munity cannot rest in peace until they are 
brought to justice—should be removed 
permanently from the ranks of decent 
citizens. 

This outrage not only shames Atlanta 
but presents danger to all her citizens. 
No home or building is safe until these 
people are caught and put away. Those 
who would bomb a house of worship out 
of hate or any other motive are sick men. 
Human lives or property mean nothing 
if they can but satiate their perverted 
desires. 

Rabbi Jacob M. Rothschild and Wil- 
liam B. Schwartz Jr., president of the 
Temple congregation, expressed it cor- 
rectly in saying this dispicable and out- 
rageous act “is in fact directed against 
the total community.” It also is directed 
against all the decent, law-abiding people 
of this state. 

It has been known for some time that 
outside anti-Semitic and racial organiza- 
tions were peddling their gospel of hate 
and violence in Atlanta and other South- 
ern cities. Until this incident Atlanta had 
been spared violence, although there was 
other evidence of their dirty work. Some 
other Southern cities—and these were hit 
in the same manner as Atlanta—have not been 
so fortunate. 

This incident seems to prove that such 
Southwide organizations do, in fact, exist. 
Under whatever banner they parade—be 
it Ku Klux Klan or more high-sounding 
names—these hate mongers and inciters 
to violence cannot be and must not be 
tolerated in Georgia, the South or the 
nation.

Agricultural Revolution 
Picks Up Momentum 


Georgia’s agricultural revolution, a 
retreat from cotton to other diversified 
crops, is newly illustrated by the news 
from California’s Crop and Livestock Re- 


porting Service. 


We think of California as the great 
citrus-fruit. state. The average persori 
would guess this crop produces the state’s 
highest income. But it doesn’t. Cotton in 
1957 brought the highest cash total. This 
was 1,537,000 bales, worth $258,248,000, 
and cottonseed bringing in $32,305,000. 


California was second to Texas in to- 
tal production. Mississippi was third, with 
Arkansas, Arizona, Alabama and Ten- 
nessee following in that order. 

California’s average yield was sensa- 
tional. It was 1,037 pounds per secre. The 
national average was 388 pounds. For 
California to attain an average of more 
than 1,000 pounds an acre meant that 
some growers had to average almost three 
bales to the acre. 

Mechanization, a uniform climate and, 
most important, irrigation enable the 
Californians and the growers of Arizona 

to produce lots of cotton. But it still looks 
odd not to see Georgia high up on the list 
of cotton states.

MACON — After a week a murder trial 
takes hold of you like a spell of sickness. 
The people involved in the trial — and this, of 
course, includes the reporters assigned to cover 
it—are so engrossed in it that the smallest de- 
tails loom as important as his fever chart must 
to the chronic invalid. 


Dimly we are aware that outside the sun is 
shining. The Pope of Rome is dead. The Yankees 
won the World Series. Periodically we come up 
for air and communicate with our families. 


But most of the world outside the courtroom 
gradually takes on the foggy mists of unreality. 
Reporters, of course, are irrevocably linked by 
ties of telegraph and telephone to the people at 
the office but even when you are in touch with 
them the whole point and substance of your 
communication is the trial. 


At meals you pay little attention to your food. 
Sometimes you ignore it altogether and get in 
animated discussions over points in the testimony. 
Early in the trial when new reporters meet and 
old friends get together in hotel lobbies, the 
pressroom or a restaurant, the talk is of other 
stories. Sometimes it is personal—little episodes 
from family life, small philosophical discussions. 
But after a week it sifts down to the trial. When 
the banker, Ernest Lee, went over those checks 
Anjette Lyles cashed what do you think the 
significance of this check or that check was?

Long said in a recorded local 
felevision program that if the 
Democratic National Committee 
persists in recognizing Camille 
Gravel Jr. as its Louisiana mem- 
ber “‘that, of course, could lead to 
all sorts of misunderstandings.”’ 


Asked if there might be a third 
party movement brewing, Long 
replied: “‘If the national commit- 
tee sees fit to retain a representa- 
tive of the Democratic Commit- 
tee in Louisiana whom the Dem- 
ocratic committee says does not 
represent them at all, it’s entirely 
possible that the state committee 
might tell the natonal committee, 
“Why, you fellows don’t represent 
us either.”’ 


The Louisiana committee voted 
to remove Gravel from his na- 
tional party job because of his 
reputed moderate views on inte- 
gration. But Democratic National 
Chairman Paul M. Butler said 
Gravel will continue to be recog- 
nized as Louisiana’s member un- 
less two-thirds of the national 
group votes to oust him. 


Butler also has been at odds 
with “Democratic Gov. Orval E. 
Faubus of Arkansas who spoke 
Saturday of the possibility of a 
third party movement in the South 
by the time of the 1960 presidential 
election. 


Faubus said he personally has 
tried to discourage such a move- 
ment. But he said the attitude of 
the national leaders may drive 
millions of Southerners out of the 
party in the next two years. 


“We're never going to get agree- 
ment among the Democrats on the 
civil rights issue,’’ Holland said in 
an interview. 


“But we’re not going to quit the 
Democratic party. We're not 
going into any third party and 
sacrifice the important chairman- 
ships and seniority that Souther- 
ners hold in Congress.”’

Motor Launch 
Sinks; 45 Die; 
20 Are Missing 


MANILA. (#—An_ overcrowded 
motor launch sank in early morn- 
ing darkness Sunday leaving at 
least 45 dead and an unknown 
number missing. 


More than 200 men, women and 
children returning from a fiesta 
were packed aboard the 17-ton 
motor launch Princess Madrilejos, 
which authorities said was li- 
censed to carry only 52 passen- 
gers. It went down north of Cebu 
Island, in the central Philippines. 


The Philippine navy said latest 
reports show 45 dead, 163 survi- 
vors and an undetermined number 
still unaccounted for. 


Philippine constabulary reports 
said possibly 230 persons were 
aboard which would leave more 
than 20 missing.
